Hope for Success of the Efforts Unless 


Result Is Brought About Quickly. 


HUERTA MUSTBE ELIMINATED, IS WORD 


In ihe Meantime There Will Be No Stop In the Plans Made 


for Movement of the Navy Or Troops— Much Trouble 


Experienced By Americans Still in the Interior. 


Washington, April 25.—Shortly after 6 o’clock to­ 
night the Brazilian ambassador and the ministers from 
Argentine and Chile called upon Secretary Bryan to 
discuss with him the possibilities of arranging an ami­ 
cable solution of the Mexican situation through the 
good offices of their respective governments. 
f*** Later President Wilson announced that he had ac­ 
cepted the offer from Brazil, Argentine and Chile to 
use their good offices in an attempt to bring about a 
peaceful and friendly settlement of the difficulty be­ 
tween the United States and the Huerta government 
and the envoys immediately transmitted the United 
States’ acceptance of their proposal to the Spanish 
ambassador, who at once sent it by cable to the lega­ 
tion, at Mexico City, for presentation to Huerta. 
Carranza, head of the constitutionalists, was in­ 
formed of it through his representatives here. 


The three diplomats later announced that no fur­ 
tive steps would be taken until replies had been receiv­ 
ed from the steps already taken.

Train of Refugees Reaches Vera Cruz 
Vera Cruz, April 
25.— A 
special 
train carrying refugees from Mexico 
City arrived here tonight. 
The refu­ 
gees report continued destruction of 
American property iu the capital city. 
No Americans had been killed up 
to the time the train left. The Amer­ 
icans. of whom (here wore eighteen 
on the train, were smuggled through 
under assumed names. 
The train, 
consisting of eight cars, carried three 
hundred persons, mostly English and 
Germans. 
The refugees were hold at 
Ihe station at the

hours before the train was permitted 
to leave while a persistent search 
was made for Americans.

ble, a settlement of the present difficulty of the government of the United 


States and those who now claim to represent 
its sister republic, 
Mexico. 


Conscious of the purpose with which the proffer is made, this government 


does not feel at liberty to decline it. 
Its own chief interest 
is 
in 
the 


peace of America, the cordial intercourse of her republics and their peo­ 


ple and the happiness and prosperity which can spring only out of a frank 


and mutual understanding and friendship which is created by a common 


purpose. 
Your generous offer is th erefore accepted. 


“This government hopes most earnestly you may find those who will 


speak for the several elements of the Mexican people and yvho will be will­ 


ing to discuss terms of a satisfactory 
and 
therefore 
permanent 
settle­ 


ment. 
lf you find them willing we will be glad to take up with you for 


discussion 
in 
the 
most 
conciliatory spirit any proposals that may be au­ 


thoritatively formulated, and • hope they may be feasible and prophetic of 


a new day of co-operation and confidence in America. 


“ This government feels bound in candor to say that its diplomatic re­ 


lations with Mexico being for the present severed, it is not possible for it 


to make sure of an uninterrupted opportunity to carry out the plan of in­ 


termediation you propose. 
It 
is, of course, possible that some act of ag­ 


gression on the part of those who control 
the 
military forces of 
Mexico 


might oblige the United States to act, to the upsetting of hopes for imme­ 


diate peace, but this does not justify hesitating 
to 
accept 
your 
generous 


suggestion. 
We shall hope for the best results within a brief time, enough 


to relieve our anxiety, lest most ill--considered 
hostile

Quiet Prevails at Laredo. 
Laredo, 
April 
25.—Quiet prevails 
today. 
The smouldering 
ruins

Nuevo Laredo and hundreds of desti­ 
tute refugees on this side of the line 
is the only evidence of yesterday’s 
skirmish. 
Fearing a return of the federals, 
tip* American troops

Some of tim more nervous citizens 
feared another visit of the federals to 
attack Laredo itself, but the army 
officials, though every precaution is 
taken, believed there was no danger. 
There was no trouble 
during

It was definitely ascertained 
that the wild shooting of the Mexi­ 
cans had done no damage 
on 
the 
American side; on the Mexican side, 
however, the destruction was com­ 
plete. Fires still are burning tnrough- 
out the city, as there is no fire fight­ 
ing apparatus available. 
A saloon belonging to Dario San­ 
chez, a citizen of the United States, 
and a residence in Laredo were saved 
from the flames, although other build­ 
ings in the same block wrere destroy­ 
ed. The drug store of Shelby Theriot. 
American vice consul, suffered no 
damage, although 
buildings directly 
in front of it were destroyed. 
A conservative estimate of tile dam­ 
age done places the loss at. nearly 
$500,000. 
Some of the property own­ 
ers w'ho suffered most had contribut­ 
ed large sums to the federal cause— 
some of them willingly, although the 
greater part was in 
the

of 
forced “contributions.”

Thousands of Refugees Are Coming. 


Galveston, Texas, 
April 
25.—The 


vanguard of several thousand refu­ 
gees froth Mexico, headed for Galves­ 
ton, arrived here today on the Cnited 
States collier Cyclops from Vera Cruz 
and Tampico, and the steamer Trini­ 
dadian from Tampico. 
A majority of 
them were Americans. 
Tomorrow’ 1,- 
500 refugees are due on the steamer 
Esperanza from both Vera Cruz and 
Tampico. 
Major McGlasson, state quarantine

can Island, where the refugees will 
be detained six days, in accordance 
with quarantine regulations.

Reign of Terror Reported. 


Washington, 
April 
25.—Secretary 
Daniels 
today 
instructed 
Admiral 
Badger to issue a proclamation in­ 
forming all Mexicans in Vera Cruz 
and vicinity that they are free to 
come and go as they please. 
This, it 
was hoped, would induce H uerta to 
permit the Americans to leave Mex­ 
ico City, where they seem detained 
in consequence of a report th at Mexi­ 
cans are not permitted to leave Vera 
Cruz. 
Further details of the conditions in 
Mexico City were given Consul Can­ 
ada by refugees. 
They report a reign 


of terror. 
A mob entered. Porter’s 
hotel, an Ameican institution, insult­ 
ed the guests, smashed the windows 
and emptied the hotel. 
The Ameri­ 
can club and several 
stokes 
were 
sacked. 
The refugees reported the Ameri- 
can colony w'ell organized for defense. 
All foreigners had concentrated to 
withstand an attack. 
On Tuesday all 
business houses 
and the streets were filled with dis­ 
orderly crowds. 
An undercurrent de­ 
sire for more aggressive action by 
congress became apparent today. Sev­ 
eral members of the house and chair­ 
men of important house committees 
agreed to a plan to “sit tight’* at 
Vera Cruz, awaiting retaliatory de­ 
velopment that might result in em­ 
barrassing 
international 
complica­ 
tions. 


Guarding the Railway Bridges. 


Washington, April 25.—The officers 
of both war and navy departments 


are concerned over the report from 
Vera Cruz that a small Mexican force 
is prepared to blow up the railroad 
bridges between Vera Cruz and Mexi­ 
co City. 
Several of 
these 
bridges 
could not be replaced, and temporary 
provision for getting trains by them 
will be impossible. 
Plans of the navy and war depart­ 
ments for possible operations out of 
Vera Cruz hinge on the possession of 
the railroad, and it was feared they 
would be seriously hampered if the 
bridges were destroyed. 
The navy departm ent believes that 
an expedition out of Vera Cruz along 
the railroad could insure tho safety 
of the bridges, but it is pointed out 
that this would be an act of war. 
This probably would be the first 
move in case war actually is declared. 
In the meantime, the naval forces in 
Vera Cruz must confine their opera­ 
tions to that city and its immediate 
environs. 


Mexican Gunboat in Action. 


Vera Cruz, April 25.—The British 


commander off Tampico said today 
he had heard a Mexican gunboat in 
action, but was unable to learn the 
extent of the fighting. 
The Ameri­ 
can war vessels were lying a consid­ 
erable distance out from the coast.

Alter Vera Cruz, what? That is tho 
cuestion that is uppermost

the same as during the past week and 
will not be discontinued until it is 
evident that theie is no occasion for 
the service to be handled in this spe­ 
cial manner.

Jefferson City, Mo., April 25—Tilt 
Mexican populattion of Missouri and 
of the ro iled States is dealt villi iii 
a statistical bulletin of the bureau of 
labor statistics given publicity today 
by Commissioner John T. Fitzpatrick, 
it revealing that natives of that little 
disturbed republic are more plentiful 
here and in tither states than is gen­ 
erally supposed to l><* the case There 
are probably more Mexicans in Mis­ 
souri than there are Missourians in 
Mexico, 
hut 
no 
danger 
threatens 
those who a iv here or iii other states. 
The bulletin states that a careful 
search of all census records or- hand, 
made by Supervisor of Statistics A. 
T. Edmonston, of the bureau cf labor 
statistics, reveals that on the day of 
the last federal enumeration 
there 
were 1,413 native horn Mexicans, in­ 
cluding men, women and children, in 
Missouri, freely scattered throughout 
tile 114 counties and the city of St. 
Louis. 
There are probably enough males 
in the total to form a full regiment ot 
Mexican infantry if all were bent on 
serving the land of their birth. Kan­ 
sas City then had more than any other 
similar subdivision of the state, there 
being 233 there, enough to form two 
full Mexican companies of IOO each, 
if all are men, and then have enough 
over for a small cavalry troop. 
St. 
Louis came next with 179 Mexicans 
living in various 
portions 
of 
that 
city, each one fully complying with 
all American laws and anxious to get 
along 
well 
with 
their 
American 
neighbors. 
In St. Joseph there were 
84; Springfield only one and in Jop 
I in, three. 
The figures given do not include 
children born here but of Mexican 
parentage, there being probably half 
as many of such here and in the other 
states as there are of true born Mex­ 
icans.

“When a regular worker lays oft, * 
h«* said, “not only does he lose his 
legular wage, but the concern loses 
twice as much as he, 
for that sum 
v hick he would earn for the cotnpa- 
m must go to meet the interest on 
all fixed charges and to create divi­ 
de lids. The concern must invest out­ 
lays to educate a new man to bring 
bis production up on a par with that 
cf the absent man. and during this 
period the concern loses all of its in­ 
terest on the part of the work which 
the absent man took care of while 
on duty. 
While our nurses cost us 
bes than $10 per day, w’e are direct­ 
ly benefited to the extent of $25 per 
day.”

Conley, negro factory sweeper, were 
submitted in the superior court here 
jesterday by attorneys for I^eo M. 
Frank, under death sentence for the 
murder, in connection with a motion 
for a new’ trial. Hearings on the mo­ 
tion began Thursday, and were 
ex­ 
pected to continue several days. 
Two affidavits, signed by Rev. C. 
P. Ragsdale, pastor of a local church, 
end R. L Barber, allege that the af­ 
fiants while on a street here several 
days after the murder heard a negro 
confess to another negro that he had 
killed Mary Phagan. 
Barber in his affidavit further al­ 
leges that 
he 
recognied the negro 
who is alleged to have thus confess­ 
ed as James Conley. 
The third affidavit is by Annie M. 
Sailer, a negTess, who alleges Con­ 
ley confessed to her 
that 
he com­ 
mitted the murder. 
Conley was 
the principal witness 
against Frank 
at 
the lattor’s trial 
and is serving one year’s imprison­ 
ment upon conviction 
as accessory 
alter the fact.
